LONDON, Sept. 9.—Dnilness prevails in home 
politics. Even the cutlers’ feast passed off 
calmly. James Lowther told the Irish that the 
solliers and the police were the only agency 
ruling in Ireland. The Liberais hope that this 
bluntness will cause the Irish to refrain from 
supporting the Tory candidates, for the Liberals 
consider remedial legisiation as important as 
foree, moderation, and firmness.

The attitude of the 
Lord Mayor disgusted the English 
public. It is the general opinion 
that he and his section of the Corporation 
showed less concern about the safety of the citi- 
zens than delight at the embarrassment of the 
Government. The speeches made by the Lord- 
Mayor of Dublin at the banquet given to the 
Mayor of Chicago and at meetings respecting 
the police and Hynes,ths murderer, show Mr. 
Dawson's eagerness to court popularity from 
the lowest ranks of the disaffected classes. In 
Parliament Mr. Dawson is fussy and bumptious, 
rather than  wmischievous. His conduct 
in the past three weeks leads the loyal 
public to regard him with less favor.

Further Developments in the Alms- 
House Robbery at Philadelphia—The 
Copper Boofing Stolen and Soild,

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 9.—The campaign 
against the alms-house plunderers rests tonight 
with Phipps still at large, two of his accomplices 
in the asylum out on bail, and two contractors 
under bail for conspiracy, three Guardians re- 
sigped by request, and a score or more of prom- 
inent citizens on “the anxious-seat.” Council- 
man Rowan, who ought to know, says that every 

Guardian but two had their partin the steal, in 

spite of the fact that the appropriations were 

not large and Phipps bad tw pinch the poor very 
hard to satisfy the demands made upon him. 

“Two or three months ago,” said a friend 

of his, to me 8 wring- 

ing his and said: ‘How will 

I ever get this dificuty? ”’ 

More than this, the geotioman gaid, Phipps 

bad toid bim, * 1 am forced to support tweive or 

fifteen families. This on@ wants a constant 
supply of poultry, another makes frequent de- 
mands for beef. Hennessy brandy in large 
quantities is forced from me, If they continue 
in their demands they will absolutely ruin me.’’ 
Phipps, in making his purchases from the mar- 
ket people, often had baskets fixed up and sent 
to the residences of friends. While these were 
considered a gift from the Major, yet 
at the same time the city paid 
for them, With some persons the receipt 
of the provisions was a regular weekly affuir. 
and was expected. The latest discoveries are 
that, on the morning of Thursday of last week, 
his last day in the Superintendenucy, Maj. Phipps 
had all the books and accounts in bis possession, 
showing bouse receipts, moneys paid by other 
counties for the support of their paupers, etc., 
burned in the alrmas-house furnace.

when a boy of 18 for stealmmg goods from his 
store, in which he was employed, and he never 
toid of it until this week. Some curious devel- 
opments are being made by the statements 
taken vefore the District-Attorney, one of whieh 
is that, among the other thefts, the roof was 
stolen olf the alms-house. The roof was of cop- 
per, and, this fact being known {0 the Board of 
Guardians, it was determined to put on a new 
one, which, it was said, would be less expensive 
and more durable. lo making the change the 
old copper was collected together by order of 
the board and sold, the sum received for it being 
pearly $7,000, altbough there is no record iu the 
receipts at the Controller's office to that ef- 
fect, and none but Maj. Phipps can tell among 
whom the money was divided. The trustees are 
thankful that any portion of the original build- 
ing remains. The appropriation to the manu- 
sseeuetas department annually expended was 
about $16,000, while the actual amount ex- 
ponded each year for several years past has 
been but about $9,000, the conspirators thus 
obtaining $7,000 annually from one department.

THE CONDEMNED. 


Tracy Begins jo Exhibit Uneasiness— 
Keenan’s Ho for a Rehearing Fad-

Yesterday morning was the first time since his 
incarceration that Tracy, the murderer, evinced 
any serious apprehensions as to his fate, The 
jail employés who are engaged in keep- 
ing a close watch upon him nuvticed 
that from the time he arose in the 
morning until the arrival of his first visitor. 
Mr. McCann, the old gentleman who tried to 
prove an alibi for him, he was paler than 
usual and a great deal more nervous in speecn 
and action. Hehas been inclined to crack a 
joke oveasionally, even at his own expense, but 
yesterday he was ina duller mood, and bad noth- 
ing to say concerning his fast approaching doom. 
He had quite along talk with Mr. McCann, and 
wound up by requesting him to ask a clergyman 
from the Jesuit or Holy Family Churend to visit 
him in his cell. One of the Jesuit fathers has 
visited him almost weekly since his conviction, 
but Tracy never seemed to fuily appreciate 
the consuviation the reverend father bad to offer 
him. Mr. McUCano broached upon the subject at 
his »aterview, and Tracy was pleased to bave 
him invite, not the priest who had previously 
visited him, but another, whose name had been 
mentioned in the conversaaon. This priest came 
to jail about 3 o'clock, and remained for nearly 
an hour in close conversation witb the prisoner 
in bis cell. After this Tracy seemed more 
thoughtful tban ever, and he was evidentiy 
wurried, moreover, that his attorney did 
not visit him, or send him any word, 
Mr. Solomon, Tracey’s attorney, returned from 
Ottawa yesterday, and will go there again Mon- 
day to argue the motion tor a rehearing.

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A QUESTION DECIDED. 

The copvtroversy in the Third Congressional 
District as to the protection of the polls at 
the primary meetings in that district has 
been determined arbitrarily by the action of 
the District Committee. A few words will 
explain the matter. The committee consists 
of one person supposed to represent the 
voters of each ward and fragment of a ward 
in the district. A majority of these were 
known to be partisans of Col. Davis, the 
present member, who is also a candidate for 
renomination. One of the committee, who 
was appointed as a partisan of Davis, has 
since blossomed into a candidate himsélf, 
and is now anti-Davis. In addition, Mr. 
Swett and Mr. Mason are candidates. Argu- 
ing from past experience, some of the voters 
in that district, and it seems a large propor- 
tion of them, were impressed with the fact 
that primary elections of delegates were con- 
trolled and determined as a general thing by 
the men selected officially to hold sueh elec- 
tions, and that in fact the candidate who 
had the appointment of the judges as 
a general thing had “a sure thing” 
of the election. There became then a vigor- 
ous demand that the board of election-judges 
for the primary meetings should be fairly 
divided among the friends of all the candi- 
dates, so that there should be no room to 
doubt that no unfairness was practi¢ed. A 
vigorous demand was also made that the 
time allotted for holdmg these primary meet- 
ings should be extended £0 as to allow allthe 
voters an opportunity to vote. Several other 
points in favor of an open and fair election 
were requested, but the majority of the Dis- 
trict Committee refused and rejected all. 
They appointed all the judges for all the 
primary meetings of the district. Under 
these circumstances, Mr. R. 8. Tuthil!, in be- 
half of the friends of Mr. Swett, Mr. Mason, 
and Mr. Morse, being himself one of the 
judges appointed to hold the primary in the 
Eleventh Ward, submitted a new proposi- 
tion. To understand the force of this, it 
should be stated that the practice has been 
in that district to accept at primary meetings 
all votes tendered, and for enthusiastic Dem- 
ocrats and other friends of some particular 
candidate to hire wagons, trucks, omnibuses, 
and other vehicles to transport voters from 
one precinct or ward to another, and under 
the inspiring*raily have these migratory 
voters ““vote early and often.”’ To free the 
primary meetings of this year of this abuse, 
Mr. Tuthill proposed to the parties in au- 
thority the following arrangement: 

WHEREAS, It is of vital interest to the suc- 
cess Of the Kepublican party in the coming 
election, and to the election ot its candidate for 
Congress, whoever be may be, that there be no 
just ground of compiaint that there bas been 
untaisness or fraud in the primary election to 
— delegates to the Congressional Conyen- 

on; 

It is therefore agreed by the undersigned 
judges of the primary election to be held on the 

2th day of September, 1882, in the Eleventh 
Ward: 

1. That there shall be selected by us (Messrs. 
Kaufman amd Storer, as friends of Col. George . 
RK. Davis. designating one, and R. 8. Tuthiil, as a 
friend of the Hon. Leonard Swett, designating 
the other) two persons toactas clerks of said 
Primary, Who shali keepan accurdte poli-tist of 
ali persons voting at such primary, givmg their 
Daipes and residences. ~ 
That ali ballots cast shall be uumbered on 
the back thereof, ana the numbers taken down 
by the said clerks.on the poll-lists, the same as 
is Gone in the case of a rewular election. 

6. Twochballengers, one to be selected by the 
friends of Col. Davis, and one by the friends of 
Mr. Swett, shall be permitted to be and re- 
inain in the room with the judgesof the pri- 
mary. 

This proposition was submitted to the 
Davis judges in the Eleventh Ward, and it is 
understood it has been rejected. It is well 
to observe what it is which the majority has 
rejected : 

1. They have rejected the proposition 
to have any clerks at the primary meet- 
ings; refused to keep any poll-list or any rec- 
ord of the names or residence of those who 
may vote, as well those who may go to the 
meetings on foot, in carriages, on horseback, 
or be hauled there from other wards and pre- 
cincts. This means of protection the con- 


trolling authority in the Eleventh Ward has 


lican, and that'in that district. primary meet- | 
ings are to be free to all persons acceptable 
to the judges. 


@ The second proposition rejected is that 
the ballots shall be marked on the back with 
Humbers corresponding to the numbers on 
the poll-list, as is required by law in regular 
élections. 

In case of free elections, where any person 
acceptable to the judges is permitted to vote, 
to permit any means of exposing and detect- 
ing the fact that Democrats and citizens of 
other wards and persons not citizens at all 
were allowed to vote would be a serious im- 
peachment of the intelligence, discretion, 
wisdom, and it might be the integrity, of the 
judges receiving suth votes, and thus throw 
dyuubt on the purity of the election itself. 
This possibility may have been the reason 
for rejecting these offers. It may also have 
been thought that under the past practice of 
aliowing any person acceptable to the judges 
of election to voie wherever he thinks proper 
there has been no difficulty in getting dele- 
gates capable of nominating the ablest and 
most efficient indivfdual in the State, and one 
who has been requested by Presidents to 
designate proper persons for Cabinets. If 
this kind of men be’ the produet of free and 
dasy primaries, managed by the personal 
friends of a candidate, what have the 
turbulent, and discontented, and over- 
honest people to complain about? To 
introtiuce these reforms into primary 
alections might possibly result in a change 
of Representative, and thus afflict irreparable 
loss upon the people of a district wao really 
fail to appreciate the great distinction they 
enjoy. ‘The present systein under which the 
Third District has been so eminently blessed 
with a Representative who even knows Kei- 
fer, and who has peeti honored by Keifer with 
the second place on the Committee on Mines, 
should not be abandoned to a mere impulse 
of referm. When did that aistrict ever: be- 
fore have a Represetitative who was admired 
by Keifer? Why try to introduce morality, 
and decency, and hopesty into primary elec- 
tions when there is so much at stake? 

Those who have rejected these propositions 
made by the combined opposition to Col. 
Davis have undoubtedly been governed by 
eonsiderations of the highest party policy. 
To have yielded to such requests would have 
been, in their judgment, an unworthy weak- 
ness wholly unbecoming in those who, hold- 
ing success in their own hands, would en- 
danger it by following the advice of the 
enemy. To have consented to Tuthill’s re- 
quest would be cousidered, perhaps, a8 an 
open abandonment of Col. Davis by his 
trusted friends, which would be ungenerous 
to him and unwortliy of the men he has so 
often ted successfully through battles re- 
quiring a vigorous leader. In this refusal of 
these reform changes in the primary election 
the voters of the Third District will recog- 
nize the controlling patriotism and inflexi- 
ble courage of the State Senator who 
is Chairman of the District Committee. 
Fortunate people who are thus rep 
resented at Springfield with a sagac- 
ify and an ability that would adorn 
even a more exalted temple of Jegisiation! 
It could have been a Surprise to no one that 
Mr. Tuthill’s request was rejected, when it 
was known that the Eighth Ward Senator 
held the scales, trying the case of honest or 
possibly dishonest primaries. No one had a 
right to demand or expect that the Caairman 
of the District Committee would be on the 
wrong side or would decide udversely to his 
own opinions upon such a question as that. 

The primary elections in that district are 
fixed for Tuesday afternoon. We have no 
choice to recommend to the people. We ad- 
vise every Kepublican voter to go to the polls 
and vote once, and give that vote in his own 
precinct. If this advice be followed the re- 
suit ought to be satisfactory, and the nominee 
should be elected. It certainly ought to be 
well understood that honest primaries should 
be essential to certain success at the election 
which is to follow thetn. 


A MODEST CONGRESSIONAL CANDIDATE.

CHICAGO, Sept. &—My name having appeared 
among those aspiring to a seat in Congress from 
the Second District. allow ime to say that I in- 
dorse the position taken by Gen. John A. Lowan, 
“that the ofiice sbould teek the man.” I have 
asked no one to support me tor the nomination, 
nor shall] [do so. | am williwe to trust to the 
intelligence of those who will compose that con- 
vention, and they no doubt fully realize the 
necessity and impertance of selecting from 
among the bames mentioned one who will reflect 
credit upon the district and the people who elect 
him to this important position. The best por- 
on of Inyiife having been spent among the 
people of this Congressienal district, naturally I 
have no apology to make or excuses to offer in 
leaving in the bands of my friends my name, to 
take such action in the premises as they eee fit. 
Having for many years of my life followed toil- 
ing occupations, my sympathy is with those who 
lwdor. I can claim an bonest interest in those 
who are subjected, as | have been,to the merci- 
less lash o1 the capitalistic class, and urge them 
to un organized ellort in pushing their griev- 
ances to the front, and placing-in positions of 
trust known, tried, and true friends of the 
cause of labor.

This personal statement bfings Mr. Law- 
ler’s claims before the voters of the Second 
Congressional District in a manner not to be 
ignore, Mr. Lawler concedes in advance 
that the convention—the Democratic Conven- 
tion of course—will hominate a man “who 
will reflect credit upon the district and the 
people who elect him to this important posi- 
tion.””

The other members and the 
Senators would iummediately fall into line. 
With the Lrish vote of Bridgeport behind him, 
Lawler would have a “ walk-over ” in Con- 
gress. Hedoes not say just what he would 
do, but his own condition as a workingman, 
his avowed sympathy with “ those who la- 
bor,” hissworn enmity to the “merciless lash 
of the capitalistic class,” and his past effi- 
ciency in political achievements ought to in- 
spire implicit faith in his Congressional fut- 
ure. 

Tne Tripune has suggested from time to 
time that the Democrats, who are in undis- 
puted control of the Second Congressional 
District, have an opportunity there to do 
their party distinguished service by electing 
such a‘inan as Lyman Trumbull, ex-Gov, 
Palmer, Judge David Davis, or some other 
eminent light of their party whois excluded 
from Congressional life by the accident of 
residence. But Mr. Lawler’s letter puts a 
different complexion upon the case. Heis a 
man With a mission. He promises a reform 
which will be heralded with universal joy all 
over the country—the satisfactory adjust- 
ment of the relations of labor and capital. So 
high a calling would justify him in urging 
his claims in stronger language than he ha 
adopted, but his modesty should not be per- 
mitted to deprive him of the opportunity and 
the Second Congressional District ot the 
credit for working out the great problem of 
the day. 


ARE THERE A HORSE AND ACART IN IT? 

The forthcoming return of Mayor Harri- 
son and the so-called *“‘ non-partiagn ” move- 
ment to give him a public reception recall! a 
very similar movement now going on in New 
York. Of course “non-partisan” Assein- 
blyman Costello went to Ireland a few 
months ago and was escorted off by his 
friends as Carter was. He is expected back 
in a few days, as Carter is, and a committee 
of his friends, of which one J. W. Patter- 
son is Chairman, is at work collecting money 
to give him a reception. Thus far the par- 
allel is a striking one. The public, however, 
will be curious to know if it will be carried 
out in all its other details. <A friehd, meet- 
ing Patterson one day, asked him why he 
was engaged in. this matter, and Pat- 
terson replied that Costello asked him 
to get up a reception on his return, 
* But,” said the friend, “what are you 
going to get?” “I am not going to get left,” 
replied Patterson. “ He promised to give me 
a horse worth $100 and acart. Then I’m go- 
ing into the cellar-digging business.”’ Such 
a startling statement as this opens up possi- 
bilities in the reception business that make 
one nervous as to our Carter’s return and the 
“non-partisan ’”’ coniplexion of his reception. 
It makes one inclined to ask, Did Carter ask 
any one to get up areception? Are the local 
patriots determined not to get left? Has any 
one been promised a horse worth $100 and a 
cart? Is any one thinking of going into the 
cellar-digging business? it may not be, but 
if they do these things in New York, may 
they not do them here—human nature is so 
very much alike, especially among ** non-par- 
tisans.”” There may not be any similarity 
at all in the two cases, There may be no 
horse and cart in the Chicago reception. It 
may be all pure “non-partisan” affection 
and love for Carter, and the result of an irre- 
pressible desire on the part of his friends to 
testify to him how much they have missed 
him and how glad they are to see him back 
again. And yet, after seeing how it is done 
in New York, the suggestion immediately 
obtrudes itself that it may be done so here. 
That feeling is so strong that the horse and 
cart will be anxiously looked for, andif any 
one appears with that sort of a turnout, or if 
any one is discovered going into the cellar- 
digging business, he will be marked with 
suspicion and his personal regard will be 
dimmed with clouds of doubt. We fear that 
this js one of those cases where the “non- 
partisans” are bound not to getleft. We 
shall look forward not to the reception, but 
io what follows—to the new horses and carts 
that may turn upin unexpected quartersj to 
new and strange people engaged in cellar- 
digging. We hope it is all right, but Costello 
and Patterson have thrown a feeling of doubt 
about the genuineness of Our Carter’s re- 
ception. 
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CRIME IN CHICAG®. 
It looks now as though Tracy, the mur- 
derer of Officer Huebner, will be hanged 
next Friday. The Supreme Court has re- 


fused to interfere. with the verdict of the | 


jury, and there seems to be no reason to ex- 
péct that the Governor will Interpose his 
authority either to commute the sentence or 
grant a respit. This will be the first exe- 
cution that Las taken place.in Chicago since 
the hanging of Sherry and Connelly. The 
number of murders in the meantime may be 
counted by the score. In some cases there 
have beeh no arrests, in others sentence to 
the penitentiary for a term of years has been 
the only punishment adjudged, and in others 
the law’s delays have resulted in a prac- 
tical condonation ot the crime. The murder 
committed by Tracy was a brutal one. The 
man was making his escape after an act of 
burglary, and shot Officer Huebner, who en- 
deavored to arrest him. The crime was one 
which merits the extreme penalty of the law. 
But the interest of society is centered in the 
consideration whether the hanging of Tracy 
is calculated to repress the tendency to 
crimes of violence which has been on the in- 
crease in Chicago during the past few 
months. This may be deubted. It is not 
the spiritot the Mosaic law—an eye for an 
eye, a tooth for a tooth, and a life for a life— 
which suggests the retention of the scaffold 
in this civilized age. The true theory of 
capital punishment contemplates’ a rid- 
dance of those who do murder, and 
& warning to those who are  mur- 
derously inclined, and it is sustained 
by the interests of public safety. But 
if these influences are to be exerted efficient- 
ly there must be something like impartial 
andécertain execution of the law. It is not 
to be expected that a single execution can 
work any great reform. If Tracy shall be 
hanged, the execution will be in the nature 
of an exception. It can hardly fail to be re- 
garded in that light by the very classes whom 
the law of capital punishment is desigued to 
restrain. If the proportion of executions to 
the number of murders is to be only one in a 
hundred, the value of the law to society is 
largely sacrificed. The rarity of capital pun- 
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ishment amid the icity of murders is 
not @ reason why Tracy should be allowed 
to escape, but it is @ reason why the commu- 
nity must look to other measures for the 
repression of crimes of violence. Chief 
among the deterrent influences which aré 
needed in Chicago is a stricter control of the 
resorts which corrupt the young. There is 
no school of vice on earth ‘which is more 


active in graduating murderers than the 


“levee” and similar localities in Chicago, 
where low variety saloons, concert and dance 
halls, where the most depraved wretches 
of both sexes mingle without constraint, 
and the various dives which lure youth to 
debauchery, are permitted to run night and 
day, Sundays and all, without any interfer- 
ence from the police. It is the life of these 
vicious haunts, where licentiousness and 
drunkenness are cheapened and popu- 
larized, that turns out burglars and 
finishes off’ murderers. If, the promised 
hanging of Tracy could be) supplemented 
by prompt execution of the law in other 
eases of murder and by the closing of the 
notorious dens whieh exist in such large 
numbers in this city for the promiscuous 
inixing of the sexes in drunkenness and 
ribaldry—the public places which flaunt their 
temptations before the young—there would 
be more hope for the repression of crime 
than can be discovered under the existing 
condition of things.

THE FUTURE OF SCIENCE. 

The inaugural address delivered before the 
British Association,*which is now in session, 
by Dr. Siemens was a remarkable produc- 
tion by a remarkable man. ‘The scientist has 
commended himself to the world as a very 
practical man who has made important dis- 
coveries for the benefit of mahkind and yet 
has shown himself possessed of a lively im- 
agination, qualities not often found com- 
bined in one human make-up. Llis subject 
was the effect of the search for practical ap- 
plications of science in widening the sphere 
of knowledge.: In associations of this kind, 
addresses are mainly retrospective and 
show what has been accomplished in the 
various departments of science, but Dr. 
Siemens devoted himseif to the future and 
applied his horoscope to a forecast of what 
is to take placein the rapid development of 
science, a work for which he is peculiarly 
fitted. A running glance at what this scien- 
tifie magician beheld will be of interest. 

The portion of his address devoted to coal 
contains some almost startling information. 
‘Taking the coal used in the manufacture of 
gas at 9,000,000 tons, worth $27,000,000, Dr. 
Siemens showed in the following table the 
value of its waste products:

The statement shows that the waste prod- 
ucts are $15,850,000 more valuable than the 
coal itself—a contrast which will spur up 
chemistry to more thorough investigation. 
The Doctor went still further in his review 
of waste products, and showed that the 
weight of the soot hanging over Lon- 
don on a_winter’s day was fifty 
tons, and the poisonous carbonic oxide 
in the air five times that amount. All 
this is not only going to waste, but it is mak- 
ing other things go to waste, stich as human 
works and human life, and all these waste 
products he believes could be turned to use- 
ful purposes. More than this, he believes 
that all this waste can be avoided by using 
gas as the heating power instead of raw coal. 
A pound of gas gives forth exactly twice the 
heat of a pound of coal, so that burning raw 
coal he clainss is squandering our inheritance. 
By quitting its use he maintains that science 
will “banish the black pall of smoke which 
hangs over our great cities and restore to 
them pure air. bright sunshine, and biue 
skies”; and this gas he claims will be manu- 
factured at the bottom of the mine and dis- 
tributed therefrom by pipes, thus doing away 
with gasometers altogether. 

By the union of gas and electricity Dr. 
Siemens believes the steam engine will be 
doomed. Fora time it may be used to drive 
large dynamo machines, which will take the 
place of numerous smail steam ‘engines, but 
ultimately the steam engine will be super- 
seded by the gas engine. “ Gas and electric- 
ity may be mutually hostile, but they are to 
unite their forces in order to extirpate the 
steam engine. The unpardonable sin of the 
steam engine is that of waste. Even the best 
of them consume two pounds of coal per 
horse-power per hour; whereas, when the 
gas producer has taken the place of the com- 
plex and daggerous steam boiler it will not 
take one pound of coal to develop one horse- 
power for one hour.” As to the competition 
between gas and electricity Dr. Siemens be- 
lieves that the latter will be used for 
lighting publie places, but that gas will still 
be the *‘ poor man’s friend.”” Electricity will 
light our streets, but gas will be used for al- 
most all household purposes, including 
cooking. He does not think that electric 
railways are going to supersede steam rail- 
ways for avery long time to come, though 
the electric motor will be of great advantage 
in agriculture, and has a great’ future be- 
fore it. 

Dr. Siemens did not confinehimself to 
electricity, though this is his faforit study. 
He had something to say on the con- 
struction of vessels, and what he said is of 
sufficient importance to give in his own 
words: 


In considering the question haw the advan- 
tages (bus established in favor of steam ship- 
ping could be turtber improved, attention should 
be called in thg tirst place to the waterial em- 
ployed in theily construction. A new material was 
introduced (or this purpose by the Admiralty in 
coustructed at Pembroke 
Dockyard the two steam corvets/the Iris and 
Mercury, of mild steel. The pecutiar qualities 
of this material are such asto have euablea 
shipbuilders to save 2 per cent in the weight of 
the ship s bull, and to increase to that extent its 
carrying Capacity. It combines witiru strength of 
oJ per cent superior to that of iron such extreme 
toughness that in the case of collision the side of 
the vessel has been found to yield or buige 
several feet Without showing any signs of 
rupture, a quality afiecting the question 
of sea risk very favorably. When to the 
use of this material there are added the 
advantages derived from a doubie bottom 
and from the division of the ship's bold by means 
of bulkbeads of solid construction, it is difficult 
to conceive Low such a vessel coujd perish by 
collision, either with another vessel 6r with a 
sunken rock, The spaces between the two bot- 
toms are not lost, because they fornt convenient 
chainbers for water ballast; but powertul pumps 
should in ali cases be added to meet emercen- 
cies. Iftothe improvement flready achieved 
could be added an engine of half tbe weight of 
the present steam-enise and boilers, and work- 
ing withonly hulf the present expenditure of 
tuel, a further addition of 3) per cent could be 
made to the cargo of an Atlantic propeller ves- 
sel—no longer to be cailed a steamer—and the 
balance of advantages in favor of such vessels 
would be suflicient to restrict the use of sailing 
craft chiefly to the reguttas of this and neighbor- 
lug ports. 


The Doctor also lightly touched upon 
other topics. He looks forward with cer- 
tainty to the completion of the Panama Canal 
and the flooding of the African d®@sert, which 
he thinks will be immensely beneficial in its 
influence. If the submarine tunnel under 
the English Channel js not constructed, he 
believes that ferryboats capable of taking 
railway trains will be constructed. The old 
Puritan warning to keep your powder dry is 
no longer of any significance, since a gun- 
powder in which hydro-carbons precipitated 
from solution in naphtha will take the place 
of the chareoal and sulpbur of ordinary

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Tue annual special edition of the Galves- 
ton News, issued Sept. 1, gives some interesting 
statistical facts about Texas. The area of that 
State exceeds that of the German Empire by 
62.365 square miles. To make up the difference 
between the area of Texas and that of Greet 
Britaio and Ireland would require the States of 
Maine, Obio, Virginia, and Kentucky. Lignite 
beds which belong to the cocene tertiary period 
extend over a large portion of the State, and 
crop out on the banks of ail the principal rivers. 
The numerous bituminous waters, the most 
noted of which is Sour Lake, Hardin County, are 
due to this lignite formation. In Trinity Coun- 
ty there is a sulphur spring whose waters are 
almost equal to those of Aix-la-Chapelie in Eu- 
rope, and are twoand a half-times stronger thau 
the waters of the White Sulpbur Springs in Vir- 
ginia. The eastern part of Texas abounds io 
chalybeate springs. The fine coffee-colored soil 
of the prairies produces fine crops of wheat, 
corn, and other cereals. The prairies furnish 
pasturage yearly for over 4,000,000 head of cat- 
tle. The eastern and northwestern portions of 
the State contain the finest forests of oak, ash, 
bois d’are, cypress, walnut, and pine to be found 
west of the Mississippi. Texas is now the sixth 
State as to mileage of railroads, having 5,340 
miles. Illinois stands first, with 8,826 miles. 
There are two sugar districts in Téexas—one on 
the Brazos and one on the Colorado. It is esti- 
mated that they are capable of producing half 
the sugar consumed in the United States. 

“L. A.,” In the Christian Union, says:

BURGLAR’S PICNIC. 


An Affair That Was to Mave Taken 
Piace Not a Thousand Milles trom 
Ohicago—-How a Littie Teo Much 
Steel Spoils Their Fun. 


Taking advantage of a knowledge of the fact 
that a certain flourishing and well-to-do banker 
in a neigbboring city (wbo requests us to with 
bold bis name) bad an unusually large amount 
of money on band, several of Chicago's most 
noted safe-blowers and burgiars marked that

It 
was dark, the wind bowled, and the watchman 
whose duty itwasto sicepin the bank was at 
bome nursing a sick wife. They could 
not bave asked a more opportune mo- 
ment to do the job. It was an easy 
matter to gain an entrance to the bank. 
When once inside undiscovered, and pone tv 
molest them from within, their chance of suc- 
cess seemed certain. In just what ordgr they. 
applied their skillful tests to the bank’s strong 
boxes we have no means of knowing, but that 
their work wag faithfuland directed by. great 
experience and skillin the sate-breaking and 
safe-blowing art the battered, and scarred, and 
biackened appearance of the unopened safe the 
next mornwe bore ampie testimony. The 
ratchets and drills were powerless although ap- 
plied to the supposed weakest points; the 
powder and dynamite would not 
far enough to get any hold on the 
safe, end only succeeded in burning and 
biackening the painted outside, Thus the 
night wore away and early dawn found the 
burgiars still bard at work, goaded on by the 
knowledge that only a few short inches of space 
separated them from thousands of dollars, 
hich, if obtained, would weil repay them for 
ir risk and trouble. In the excitement of the 
uadertaking they bad failed tomotice the words 
* Diebold Sufe & Lock Company, Jao. W. Norris, 
Western Manager, Chicago,” that embellished 
the door of the great burgiar-proof safe that 
guarded the banker's wealth evep as faithfully 
as it has guarded the millions of dollars Intrust- 
ed to ita strong locks and boits by other bankers 
all over the country from the Atlantic to the 
Pacifie Ocean. It is Only necessary to add had 
the burgiars made this discovery before, they 
would bave saved us the trouble of givme the 
details of a case ot attempted safe-burgliary, as 
it is most liable to bappen at any time where 
they try this never-failing make of safes.

POTTSTOWN, Pa., Sept. 9.—During a ‘severe 
Ftorm iast night the large barn of Jease Tysen 
was destroyed by lightning, Luss, $25,000. 

NORWICH, Conn,, Sept. 9.+A severe storm 
passed over New London County this forenoon 
adcompanied by lightning. Five men took 
retuge in an ice-bouse. The building was struck 
and all were paralyzed foratime. One, Michael 
Lynch, was terribly burned. The lightning 
struck tim on the side and back, corkscrewed 
down his leg, and passed out at the foot, making 
around hole at the top.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 7.—The show- 
ing of the wheat crop of Kansas, as seen in 
the exhibit of the Kansas Lan@ Department of 
the Union Pacific Railroad of the agricult- 
ural products of that State, fully demon- 
strates that Kansas is not behind the great 

Northwest in polintof quality and yleid per 

acre. lndeed, among all the various ex- 

hibits of wheat among the different varieties 
nonecan equal the sample of wheat here 

shown from Kansas raised on the farm of J. 

S. Hollinger, of Dickinson County, near 

Abilene. The sample referred to is of the 

Russian variety, and is shown in sacks just 

as it came from the thrasher, and 

for a field of twenty-five acres 
the marvelous yield of sixty-one 
bushels per acre is shown. ‘This is of course 
an exceptional case, but among the fifteen 
different varieties of wheat shown in this 
exhibit none are shown of a less yield than 
thirty bushels per acre, and all of a very fine 
quality. The principal varieties grown in 
this State, as shown by the exhibit, is the 
Russian, Odessa, Fultz, Turkey, and red and 
white May. The Russian is a comparatively 
new wheat in Kansas, and is remarkable for 
its hardiness ana large yield. When one 
s@es by the placard on the exhibit the fact 
that the wheat crop of Kansas in 1862 was 

only 202,282 bushels, and that this year (1882) 

it is Over 55,000,000 bushels, some idea of the 

State as_a wheat-producing one may be 

gained, Large shipments of Kansas wheat 

are now being received by the large millers 
here, who are converting it into the best 
quality of tlour for foreign exportation.

It was quite 
evident that Mr. King’s indisposition had affected 
him quite seriously, as there was a noticeable 
absence of that spontaneousgpn which usuaily 
babbles up from betweemthe lines of his 
speeches. His disability did not seem, however, 
to affect nis staying powers, as he lingered quite 
long on the platform. : 
There ~ a loud calls for Mr. L. L. Coburn, 
the new candidate, whose appearance was greet- 
ed with cheers. He stated that he was not a 
candidate on the acceptation of the term as it 
was used in that meeting. He had been edu- 
cated when it was the custom for the people to 
select their candidates, and he did not like to 
see gentlemen seeking offices.

And that the utmost practicable means of ob- 
taining a full, fair, honest, and decisive ex- 
pression of preference for candidates may be 
bad, we further earnestly advise and call upon 
the Congressional Central Committee of this dis- 
trict to enlarge the time for holding the election, 
and to keep the polls open from at ieast 12 
o'clock noon until 7 o'clock afternoon, to keep a 
registration of the votes, and especially does this 
meeting advise that the candidates themselves 
be requested aud allowed to name the judges of 
the eciection and that the persons named be ap- 
pointed such judges by the committeemen. 

We believe that these means of securing the 
purity of the primaries are absolutely fair, 
equal, and just, and wholly unobjectionable te 
the candidates and the people, would be pro- 
motive of the strength, barmouy, and we of 
the party, and ig consonant withany high or 
just sense of political honor and bonesty, and 
would command the confidence ana increase the 
attendance of the respectabie and intelligent 
masses of the Republican party at the polis.

Third Congtessional—The Republicans

The Third Congressfonal District Republican

Men Have to Say About 
Defaulting. 


The Committee of the Shorts Believe No 
Offer of Compromise Would 
Be Received, 


Considerable Activity in the Prodace Mar- 
kets at Irregular Prices, 


Further Gossip About the July Deal. 

There seems to be but one sentiment among 
business-men outside of the Board of Trade in 
regard to the July wheat deal, and that is that 
the shorts ought to settle—that defaulting on 
their contracts is a disgrace not only to the 
board but to the city, and that persistency in 
their present course cannot but result in injury 
to its produce and provision trade. In order to 
learn the views of leading merchants and bank- 
ers on the subject, a TRIBUNE reporter called on 
quite a number of them yesterday, and some 
sample interviews are appended, as all were of 
the same tenor. 

“I don’t believe in defaulting on contracts,” 
said Mr. Marshall Field, “and if operators don’t 
live upto them it must burt businesson the 


board, and, indirectly, that of the whole city, as — 


peopie outside will lose confidence in us, and 
send their stock and grain to other markets.” 

“I think the best thing the shorts can do is to 
settle,”’ said Mr. Wheeler, ef the Union National 
Bank. “A contract is a contract, and ought to 
be livedup to. {if contractson the Board of 
Trade are defaulted on, it will spoil the busi- 
ness.” 

“ The defaulting is a most unfortunate thing,” 
said Mr. Monro, Sf the nk of Montreal. “I 
certaiuly dou’t approve of itatali. A contract 
ought always to be lived up to. The statement 
of some thatthey are not able to pay because 
others don't, carries very little weight. I haven't 
heard any one say the defaulting would have a 
good effect. On the contrary it would bave the 
reverse, andi think it must. I am opposed to 
making a contract and defaulting upon it. It 
ought to be most sacredly kept.” 

**T have but one opiaion on the subject,” said 
Mr. James Sturges, of the NorthwestermNa- 
tional. “When a mana makes a contract he 
ought to live uptoitif he is able. I think the

FIRST REPORT OF THE COMMISSION. 

WasHInorTon, D. C., Sept. 9.—The following re- 
port from the Utah Commission has been re- 
ceived by the Interior Department: 

Saut Lake City, Utah, Aug. 31, 1881.—The 
Hon. H. M. Teller, Secretary of the laterior, Wash- 
ington, D, C.—Dgear Sin: The commission ap- 
pointed by the President under the ninth sec- 
tion of “An act to amend Sec. 5,332 of the 
Revised Statutes of the United States in refer- 
ence to bigamy, and fur other purposes,” ap- 
proved March 22, 1882, respectfully report that 
all the members of the commission met by re- 
quest of the Chairman at the City of Chicago 
the lith of July, 188, and remained io sessiun 
several days. James K. Pettigrew, of Arkansas 
amember of the commission, was appointed 
temporary Secretary. 

Atter consultanon, and examination, and con- 
isderation of the laws of the United States and 
of the Territory of Utah pertaining to our duties, 
it was determined that nothing could be done in 
regard to the registration of voters and the con- 
duct of any election in Utah until the necessary 
appropriation bilis then pending in Congress 
should be passed. Accordingly the commission 
adjourned to meet at Omaha, Neb., on the 15th

impartially conducted eiection under the law. 
As before suggested, the commission e en- 
countered mapy embarrassments and lica- 
tions. 
THE APPROPRIATION 

made at the outset by some non-Mormons of 
respectability and?’ influence against hoiding a 
reguiar elecuon for Delegate in Congress, as 
required by jaw, in November next, was an UL- 
pieasant feature of the s:tuadon. But there 
does not appear to be, under the law, any dis- 
cretion whatever fur the commission. 

THE LAW DEMANDED AN ELECTION. 
The people of the Territory were clearly en- 
titled to representation ia Tonardes, if the same 
could be secured through a due observaace of 
the restrictions imposed in relation to bigamy 
and polygamy. We did not see how 
we couid excuse the omission, if, being present 
aud prepared to proceed witb the work assigned 
us, we sbouid uot even attempt to perform this 
manifest duty, anc so it was decided to proceed. 
it was not deemed advisable, even if the power 
was in the commission, coneerning which there 
is some doubt, to commence de novo a registra- 
tion of the voters of the Territory; but, aftera 
very careful consideration, it was decided to 
order a revision of the existing registration 
lists in September, as required by the Territorial 
law, applying to the same the governing pria- 
ciples of the Edmunds act. We think the regu- 
larity of this proceeding cannot be questioned. 
Its effectiveness will be equal to an entirely new 
registration, and we believe the resuits of the 
election will so demonstrate. Ia the prepara- 
tion of rules and reguiatiogs to govern 
registration and the conduct of election, 
as before stated, the labor of assimilating 
the acts of Congress anc the local election law 
was tedious and perplexing, involving a much 
greater respun ibility than was agreeable to the 
commission to assume, but to accomplish the 
results required by the provisious of Sec. 8 of 
the Edmunds act it became necessary to use all 
the powers conferred. 

A LATER EMBARRASSMENT 
came in the form of a demand on the part of cer- 
tain Mormon citizens of high character that 
the commission should assume jurisdiction and 
decide the local statute authorizgmg women to 
yote ta be iliewal and void. We concluded it 
was not competent tor the commission to repeal 
or modify that statute in the manner suggested; 
that the principie of female suffrage is in no re- 
spect in conflict with the purpose of the Ed- 
munods law, and therefore that the commission 
bad nothing whatever to do with the subject; 
moreover, we found on investigation that this 
statute had been in force for twelve years, with- 
out being adjudicated in the courts of the Terri- 
tory or disturbed by Counrepp. * 

In conclusion, permit us t6 say we believe the 
results to be reacbed through careful registra- 
tion already insured, and the impartial election 
which can hardly f.il to follow will be satisfac- 
tory to the Government and the country. 

In closing this report itisdueto the Terri- 
torial Secretary, who is ex officio Secretary of 
the commission, Arthur L. Thomas, to say that 
the commission has received from him vailuabie 
assistunce in its work, particularly in the mat- 
ter of selection of registration and other of- 
ficers.

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YACHTING 


The Regatta Vesterday Afternoon—Mis- 
cellaneous Notes. 

The annual fall regatta of the Chicago Yacht 
Club was given yesterday afternoon on the 
Lake-Front. The Goodrich steamer Sheboygan, 
with the judges and a large party aboard, left 
the dock at 1 o'clock for the south end of the 
Government pier, where thé gun to get ready 
was fired, and the second one to start at a little 
after 1:80. 

Eigbt yachts were entered for the race, two in 
the first class, two in the second, and four 
in the third. The time for starting 
was taken as the boats passed through 
the opening between the north and 
south breakwater off Van Busen street, the 
course from which was sdutheast around the 
s(ake- boat, anchored about four and one-half 
miles off Thirty-ninth street, thence northerly 
around the crib, and home between the piers olf 
Van Buren atreet, leaving everything on the 
port Band. e distance sailed was about six- 
teen miles. The day was beautifil, the skies 
being clear, but the wind was very light, bet 
a little south of east, and the time tener 
somewhat over six miles an hour. The race, 
though devoid of excitement, was interesting, 
the centre of attraction being thé con- 
test between the two yachts of 
the first class, the Cora, commanded by 
Commodore Griswold, and the Wasp, under Capt.

world. The present century alone and the bis- 
tory of our Own country ean point to not a few 
such illustrations, not only in the worid of sci- 
ence but also in that of the practical and me- 
chanical arts, 

A brilliant and sounding example is the his- 
tory of pianc-making in this country—more 
especially that of upright pianos.

Mr. C. M. Fay submitted a paper inst 
the abolition of the duty on eétke and bunes. 
He did want, however, the duty placed at 25 
cents per pound instead of the advalorem 
duty of 30 per cent, which at present led to 
serious difficulties owing to fraudulent wn- 
dervaluation. Not over 20 per cent of the 
true duties was realized by the Government 
under the present system. The annual prod- 
uct in this branch of industry is now $3,- 
000,000, and 1,000 men and women are em- 
ps fp of whom halfare skilled laborers. 
Not more than 10 per centin bulk and 20 per 
cent in value of the corks used tn this coaun- 
try are now imported. Twenty firms 
are @ngaged in the business, He believed 
that to uce the tariff’ would 
reduce the price of the higher grades but 
raise the price of the lower grades. The 
American goods are better, but the manuv- 
facturers have to make up on the higher 
grades what they lose on the Jower. 

Mr. A. H. Reeves appeared in behalf of an 
increased duty on gold leaf. He simply 
made tris appeal to benefit the employés and 
protect thein from the competition. Nearly 
40 per cent of the cost of gold leaf is in the 
labor. In England the wages are only 55 
per cent and iIn-Germany only 35 per cent of 
what they are here. The tineness and quality 
was fixed, and the whole question was one of 
labor. lle wanted the duty increased from 
$1.50 to $2 per pack of 500 leaves. 

Mr. George W, Murray made a poetical 
appeal “in behalf of the finer feelings of the 
country,” with especial reference to art in 
flowers. He explained that bulbs of the cro- 
cus, hyacinth, and tulip could not be propa- 
gated im this country. Nevertheless, there 
was a dutj of 50 per cent, which was an un- 
necessary tax on the consumers and bene- 
fited no ope, French mos; and bougnet 
papers were similarly protected, although 
neither of them were manufactured in this 
country at-all.

Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Porter read 
the following letter from Mr, O. W. Potter, 
President of the North Chicago Kolling-Mills: 

GENTLEMEN: It was my expectation to bave 
appeared before you this morning, not for the 
purpose of making any argument bearing upon 
the relations of the iron and steel industries of 
this city and State, or in relation to the nuwer- 
ous collateral industries that are affected by the 
prosperity or adversity attending these indus- 
tries, but rather to expiain to you why there 
would probably be ho argument made before 
you relative to the industries above named dur- 
ing your stuy in Lbis city. 

The appointment of the Tariff Commission be- 
ing considered a matter of such moment by the 
manufacturers of iron and steel in this country, 
and by the producers of iron-ore and ali other 
materiais entering into the manufacture of iron 
and steel, there bus been a convention called to 
meet at Cresson, Pa., on Tuesday, Sept. 22, at 
which convention répresentatives of ail those 
ditferent industries thbrougbout thiseutire coun- 
try are to be present for the purpose of consid- 
ering carefuily the relations of. the tariff to 
these industries and any changes that may be 
made therein affecting them in any way. 

After a full and careful consideration of this 
| entire subject it is the intention to baje ap- 

pointed by that convention a committee whvuy 
spall present the results of that convention to 
your bonorable boay in as concise and con- 
densed aform as it is possible to present a sub- 
ject of such magnitude, especiul care being 
taken to avoid details that may tend to take up 
the limited time that bas been allotted to you 
by Congress in which to make your report t 
is of so much moment to the people of this en- 
tire country. 

Asaliof the interests of these individual indus- 
tries in the different cities and States of this 
Union will bepresented to you through that com- 
mittee, it bas been thought wisest and best that 
this whole subject be so presented to you in that 
manoner rather than by the individuais in persoa 
at the different towns and citics at which your 
sessions may be held during the time allotted 
for the work. Tbis explanation is made to you 
that you may feel that the representatives of 
these industries in the City of Chicayo and State 
of Diineis fully appreciate the importance of 
having their taterests properly presented to you, 
and that the representatives oot appearing 
before you in person is caiculated in no way 
whatever toiguore the vaiue and importance 
that they place upun the report of your commis- 
sion to the members of Congress. 

Trusting this explanation may prove what the 
representatives of these industries or this city 
and State desire—namely: their full apprecia- 
tion of the work you have in band and their 
sonee ns for not appearing before you at this 
time. 

MR. R. BLAKELY, OF 8ST. PAUL, 

made a short statement concerning the sirup 
and sugar interests of the Northwest. The 
industry was yet in its infancy, he said, and 
the country should foster it so that it would 
thrive. There were nearly 9,000 acres of 
cane sown this yearin Minnesota, and the 
acreage would increase each year. 

A letter was read from Mf. Marshall Field, 
in which he said he took pleasure in submit- 
ting his general views on the tariff question. 
He was for a liberal tariff, as he believed 
in encouraging home manufactures and 
home labor in every reasonable way. 
He thought the present tariff too high, not 
only for the good of the people, but for the 
good of the manufacturers.

Mr. Field made the follow- 
ing statement: “With a lower duty on 
articles of pOxery, such as silks, kid gloves, 
velvets, ribbons, fine shawls, and sim- 
ilar merchandise, not only would Gov- 
ernment receive a greater revenue, but the 
American manufacturer would receive a bet- 
ter protection, as it would largely tend 
to prevent undervaluation and smug- 
gling, and place the import business, 
in this class of goods, where it has never 
been, on an honest basis. Today it is almost 
entirely in the hands of Frenchmen and Ger- 
mans, mostly aliens and agents of foreign 
principals and men who have no interest 
whatever in this country save to make their 
fortunes and return to Europe. An Amer- 
ican merchant cannot go to the foreign mar- 
kets and buy goods for importation at 
the ruling foreign prices except at a ruinous 
loss. They are delivered in the United 
States to the ageuts mentioned only in 
prices in American money, which is done to 
avoid establishing a foreign market value. 
This is a business very hard to detect. The 
temptation to undervaluation is, of course. 
the enormous er insures a corre- 
sponding|ly large gain. 

othe should also be a large reduction in 
the duty on all raw materials.

Lake Freights. 

There was a very fair demand yesterday trom 
grain-shippers for vesse!-room, but vessels were 
scarce. Kates were very firm, and 2X éents a 
busbel on corn and 3 cents 00 wheat were paid 
by shippers wanting room for Buffalo. In this 
connection it is but fair to say that most of the 
engagements at the above rates were for 
lots of from 8000 to 20,000 bushels, and 
would pot have been paid by shippers 
for cargoes of 30,000 bushels or more. 
Receipts of grain by rail are not what was an- 
ticipated some two weeks ag0, and has much to 
do with keeping ratesdown. The additions to 
the tonnage here for the pust three days has 
been about equal to that taken by 6hippers; the 
additions, bowever, being mostly sail vessels, 
while the tounage chartered has been princi- 
paily steam. This has caused 8bippers to hoid 
back somewhat, knowing as they do 
that the majority of owners of sail ves- 
sels cannot, or will not, allow their véssels to re- 
main in idleness any longer than possibie, 
whatever carrying rates may be. There is, 
however, a very confident feeling among the 
generality of vessel-owners and agents that 
carrying rates are on the edge of an upward 
“boom,” and that 1s only a question of a very 
few days when tne necessities of shippers will 
compel them to concede tO carriers rates 
that will pay the latter a fair 
protit on their ingestments. This feel- 
ing is not shared in by all vesseimen, 
the more conservative of whom think that 34 
3% cents a bushel on corn to Buffalo will be the 
maximum freight rate this season. They argue 
that the big line steamers must have down 
freigm, and, rather thav leave port light, 
they will take grain at anything from 2 cents 
a bushel upward, and that shippers will 
give them the prefereuce because they will 
make the trip in much sborter time 
than sail vessels. And there is a great 
deal of sound togic in their reasoning. As one 
owner expressed it; “The days of sail-vessels 
are nearly over so far as carrying grain is con- 
cerned. What shippers want nowadays is quick 
dispatch. Tbat is what the transportation lines 
furoish, and becavise of that they secure the 
buik of the grain-carrying business.” This, too, 
is ina great measure true, however unpalatable 
itmay be to those who own Sailing Vessels.

Read, ponder, and 
assimilate Webster, the Bible, Shakspeare, An- 
thon's Classical Dictionary. t's Thesaurs, 
Lippincott’s Gazettcer, Hayden's Dictionary of 
Dutes, the cyclopedias of Appieton, Zell, John- 
son, and otbers. Bremisch-Niedersiichsisches 
Worterbuch, Brandtke's Slownik dokiadny 
Jezyka Polskiego i Niemieckiego, and any 
other works of a solid nature that bappen to be 
athand. During the long winter eveninss you 
might scoop Ina few languages—say Greek, 
Latin, French, Hebrew, ussian, German, 
Chinere, Bohemian, and Choctaw. You will 
need them in the fashion article and Carter's 
speeches.

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Opening of the Tenth Annual Discussion 
of Nude Art. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—The teoth annual Inter- 
State Industrial kxposition has just opened, and 
the tenth annual discussion on the nude iv art 
bas apparently opened‘along withit. Permit.me 
a few words ou one or two points in this connec- 
tion. 1 come eariy to avoid the rush. 

We huve, then, a collection of plaster caste of 
noted specimens of Greek sculpture set forth 
for the scrutiny of American eyes. Who were 
the Greeks, and who are the Americans? Are 
the Greek life and the Amerioan life lived under 
similar or dissimilar conditions? The Greeks 
lived an out-door, natural life; we live a lite 
largely indoor ana highly artificial. The chief 

ursuit of the Greek, and one of the chief ob- 
jects of bis worsbip, was that of natural, pbhysi- 
cal beauty; the chief pursuit of the average 
American, it common report te true, is that of 
the almighty dollar, and the chief object of his 
worship the well-filled pockethook. The Greek 
admired his own body as heartily, frankly, and 
unreservedly as he admired that of anybody 
else. The average American has scant reasons 
for admiring bis oWn body or those of many of 
hie contemporaries, The Greek bad unimpeded 
facilities for admiring his own comeliness, and 
every budy else's. His every-day costume was 
ove of s¢mi-nudcity, and entirely nude repre- 
sentations, In public places, in stone, of the ac- 
tuality in the flesh, occasioved bim no more sur- 
prise than a dummy in the windows of the Bos- 
ton Square Dealing or the Goiden Eagie occa- 
sions us. The young Sophocies (aged 16) on the 
oceasion of a solemn religious festival, sang, 
played, and danced, naked, before a vast assem- 
bly of his admiring countrymen without creat- 
ing a tenth part, or a whuodredth part, of the 
obing and ahing that attends the posturing of a 
prima assoluta vn the stage of Hooley’s or Hav-

e manage these things differently at this 
particular epoch of the world’s history. Come, 
now, nobody doubts this. If anybody does, ict 
him ask alriend of bis to walk at high noon, 
with his shirt-sleeves rolled up over bis elbows, 
from the Post-Office to the Clark street bridge: 
or let him ask the Scotchman, who in orthodox 
costume celebrates the day of his country’s 
saint, if the signt of his haif-naked legs bas 
never caused delicate woman to avert her 
giance or the gaminsof the street to indulge in 
inany ill-sappressed jeers; or address an in- 
quiry to that luckless New York matron who a 
short time ago, under cover of the friendiy 
Jarknes, essayed to walk a few'squares in full 
evening dress and was promptly pounced upon 
by an outraged guardian of the peace. Clearly 
the present day and‘generation is not disposed 
to encourage ap undue freedom in the dispiay of 
personal advantages. Assurediy our eyes are 
not the eyes of those to whom the original, of 
these much-belabeored casts were at the first ad- 
dressed. 

Well, if we cannot tolerate the thing itself, 
why should we tolerate so lavish and unre- 
strnined a representation and exposition of it? 
Perhaps, however, when we bave become a lit- 
tle more accustomed to mature pure and simple, 
and a tittle less wedded to the prudish cloakings 
of dressmaker and tailor; when we can trust 


ourselves to go about eur business shoeless and’ 


hatiess, bare-armed and bare-legged; when the 
bear+-pit of the Board of Trade is given over to 
athletic contests, and the young athietes of tbe 
La Salle street banking and insurance offices 
stand boldiy forth without the aid of cotton 
batting or sawdust; when men’and women min- 
gie together in public and private attired with 
ull the classic scantiness that characterized the 
great ages on antique seulpture—then it may be 
possible to make such a display as that pre- 
sented by our annual expusition without put- 
ting ingrained, inborn Anglo-Saxon modesty _to 
the blush, and without causing the right- 
minded spectator to give an unticipatory shud- 
der at the approaching scufile and hubbub of 
one of those hordes of shameless and tongue- 
unbridled young hoodlums that several suc- 
cessive decades of emigration bave grafted on 
the stock of a once decorous and pure-minded 
people. A large proportion of our population 
will pot see art in artif they can see anything 
else in it. 

if, however, the Exposition casts have come 
to stay. and receive the stamp of popular 
ular pedis witn all that the words imply, we 
will, of course, carry out the idea to the utmost 
limit, and whatever beip may be derived from a 
close imitanon of old world practices in this re- 
spect. Beginning with a few nympbs and 
satyrs, “startiing in the attitudes of the silly 
and sinful old past," along the approaches of 
the Madison street viaduct, and a sprawling 
carnival of aquatic nudeness by way of fountain 
decoranon for the Custom-House grass pilots, 
we will go on, until, just asin the blessed Italy 
itself, the nude giows forth in tresco from the 
house fronts, shines in marble from the para- 
pets of bridges, and the parks and public squares 
bevome the abode of multitudinous mytbolog- 
ical divinities of various degrees of disreputa- 
bility, all naked and nota whit ashamed. For 
if the pude can be had at the Exposition for the 
rather nominal price of 25 cents (children 15) why 
may it not be had in Liacolo Park for nothing at 
all? The effectof ail this, though, would be 
very interesting and curious. Just what the 
effect would be, good peopie of Chicago, any- 
pe | who bas sscd few weeks 
in Florence or Venice 
word of mouth, that 
has its difficulties im print. 
say that the Italians of today, after 400 years of 
unrestrained and uninterrupted contemplation 
of the * Nude in Art,’ bave arrived with re- 
gard to the nude in nature (after passing, I sup- 
pose, through various stages of carlesness and 
immodesty) at such a stage of rank and out- 
rageous sballowness, with reference to vertain 
physical needs and necessities, that no respect- 
able Anglo-Saxon woman can walk alone two 
squares in one of the Italian cities without be- 
ing overcome by shame and disgust, or with an 
escort, without a vast experience of emburrass- 
ment and indignation for both. The Italian 
Government itself has recently awakened to the 
importance of this matter, and the treatment 
the subject has received in all the great nation- 
al galleries, though a treatment somewhat 
puerile and more or less ludicrous, indicates 
plaiuly enough that the powers that be know 
well enough where to look for the root of the 
evil. We ourselves bave nothing as yet but the 
root; a little injudicious fostering may, how- 
ever, stimulate a growth upon which we shall

CONGREGATION ALISM. 
78 THERE A DECLINE IN ITS MEMBERSHIP? 
The Chicago Advance of last week hasa 
long article full of statistics to controvert the 
statement going the rounds of the news- 
papers that Congregationalism was on the 
decline. We make some extracts therefrom: 
Nothing can be made to lie like figures. 
They are all right when left to speak for 
themselves. lt is the inferences and the in- 
terpretations, sometimes the bad ciphering, 
that makes the mischief. Here is a case in 
point. A writer, evidently of the “sweetness 
and light” order, in an Eastern paper says: 
“The Congregational churches of the 
United States last year actually fell 
off in membership. According to . the 
Y ear-Book there was a gain of 
‘nineteen churches,” “but a decrease of 
2.625 members.” Then follow the still more 
damaging facts: ‘Uf the comparatively 
small total wembership, about two-thirds are 
women.” * Moreover, of the whole, 54,122 
are reported as absent.” Not able, himself, 
to do jestice to this deplorable showing, he 
quoves these sage deductions: “The Con- 
eallsthe New York Sun Ww his aid, and 
regational Church is manifestly dying out. 
Nor is it surprising to see the life departing 
from it. It has no definit faith in these 
days. Itis without enthusiasm, has largely 
lost conviction, and the most talented men 
among its younger ministry are remarkably 
tinged with infidelity.” 
Well, let us see. On referrimg to the quot- 
Year-Book, we find these figures: In 1580, 
8.745 churches: in 1881, 3.804 churches. Ac- 
cording to the arithmetic we studied. that 
makes a net addition of fifty-nine churches; 
and this, says a uote, notwithstandimg the 
dropp of fifty-one Welsh churches and 
six-in Kentucky, numbered the previous 
year, but this year left vut since they fail to 
report. Unless thereis some occult decep 
tion here that eludes us, the actual gain in 
churches for the year was 116. But thena 
little careless ciphering, when one has acase 
to make out, is not of much account.. There 
Stands, anyway, the 2,625 loss in member- 
ship. But, in the “dropped” churches, 
there were more than 4,000. These were 
numbered in 1880, but notin 1881. And here 
hes your loss. That is ail there is in it. 
‘There was, in fact, an actual gain of niore 
than a thousand—a small! gain, indeed. 
Let us take twenty pages from the 
Book. Let us aid the eye by

The Market. 

The past week was one of the quietest dur- 
ing the summer in @ real estate way so far as 
actual transfers were Concerned, but at the 
same time ‘it was oneof the most active, 
judged from a prospective standpoint. There 
was a notable increase in inquiry for both 
residence and acre property, the latter of 
which was somewhat of a surprise to deal- 
ers, it being generally believed that acre 
property would remain quiet at least .until 


spring. 
THE GARFIELD TRACT. 

In this connection an item in last Sunday’s 
Tripunk may be explained. The item was 
to the effect that a prominent dealer had of- 
fered the owner of thirty-six acres 
near Garfield $8,000 for the property, 
and it was also stated that  sev- 
eral brokers doubted the report It 
now transpires that the offer was made by 
Chicago parties to the owner, Mr. D, 8. Mor- 
gan, of New York, through E. 8. Dreyer & 
Co., a part of the money being offered down, 
and the balance in one, two, and three years 
at 6 per cent interest. The offer was de- 
clined by Mr. Morgan in a letter received 
last week. Then Messrs. Dryer & Co, wrote 
again offering $80,000, all cash, for the prop- 
erty, but an answer has not been received. 
The gentlemen who are after the land pur- 
pose subdividing it if their offer is accepted. 
The tract lies between North avenue and 
Humboldt boulevard. Another dealer has 
made an offer for ajiract nearly as large not 
far from this tract Which he thinks will be 
accepted, but the price named cannot now be 
given. 

One dealer who was seen yesterday found 
cause for the existing lack of activity in the 
general market in the fact that home as well 
as outside capitalists have been attacked by 
the Western grazing and farming land fever, 
in which large investments are being made 
by them. Buthe thought that they would 
again be attracted by Chicago property ere 
they had spent all of their ready cash, and 
that the market would soon regain its old 
vigor. 

_UNITED STATES ROLLING MILLS. 

Brokers and others interested in South 
Chicago property were considerably agi- 
tated over the rumor that the United States 
Rolling Stock Company had decided upon 
the location for their new works near South 
Chicago, and that the President of the com- 
pany would be in the city in a few days to con- 
clude arrangements for the commencement 
of operations on the proposed new buildings. 
Nearly every man on the street had heard 
the rumor, but although many of them were 
interested in adjacent property none were 
able to say that the rumor was authentic. Late 
in the afternoon a TRrsunE reporter called 
upon Mr. Jarrett, the manager of the com- 
yeny im this city, and questioned him re- 
garding the rumor. Mr. Jarrett said he had 
heard nothing of the matter, but that had the 
location been decided upon he certainly 
would have been informed of the fact. Le 
had not heard from the President for several 
days, and he did not know that he intended 
visiting Chicago for some tive. At present, 
Mr. Jarrett said,the President was engaged on 
the plans for the buildings forthe new works, 
and until they were complete he had no idea 
that he would come to Chicago. It was 
learned last evening from a measurably re- 
liable source that the company had about 
concluded to take the 400 acres of the For- 
sythe tract and, in conjunction with other 
capitalists, carry out the East Chicago 
scheme, with the exception of the Belt-Line 
Road, which would be abandoned. It was 
aiso said by the same gentleman that the 
President of the company would be in Chi- 
cago during the present week. 

THE NORTH SHORE ROAD. 

The statementis made on pretty reliable 
authority that on last Thursday W. C. Goudy 
and others, incorporators of the Chicago & 
Evanston Kailroad, better known as 
the North Shore line, had trans- 
ferred the charter to the Chicago 
Milwaukee & -St. Paul Company anc 
that the latter corporation would begin at 
once the construction of the line. During 
the week the right of way through Calvary 
Cemetery was secured, and with the excep- 
tion of one or two small tracts the entire 
right of way from Chicago avenue and 
Larrabee street to Sough Evanston, by way 
of Hawthorne and Sotfthport avenues. A 
reporter called on Mr. Goudyin the after- 
noon to aseertain what truth there was in 
the statement. ‘The gentleman very prompt- 
ly replied: “I can’t tell you—that is, I 
could tell you, but 1 am not at liberty to 
divulge the business of -the road.” Mr. 
Chandler, of the St. Paul Company, had 
heard nothing of the transfer, but it was not 
a matter that he would be likely 
to know of except in a casual 
way. It is pretty generally known that the 
St. Paul has been anxious for competition to 
Evanston with the Northwestern for some 
time, and there is little doubt that the trans- 
fer has been effected, and that the road will 
be soon built.

In the middle is the dressing-room, 
circular in shape, and opening off from this 
are several dining-rooms, each isolated 
axl cowmunicating by covered ways with 
an outlying building, the home of a. 
particures class of boys. Of these outlying 

uildings, which run out like spokes from a 
hub, there are five, and occupants are 
classified according to their behavior, the 
worst and most incorrigible occupying “the 
place of goats’’—the left. Each of these 
outposts is 40x80, with two stories, cellar, 
and attic. and will give a home to 100 of the 
street waifs, the only residents of St. Mary’s 
aside the Christian Brothers, their instruct- 
ors. In front of the whole establishment, 
and forming a fagade quite imposing by rea- 
son of its length, will be the administration 
building, with offices for the management, a 
fine géthic chapel, and school-rooms. The 
hight will be three steries and attic, and a 
cross-tipped central elevation wil! suggest a 
tower. The school, probably, would be be- 
tween the grade of academy and the usual 
public school, and by its attention to applied 
science well adapted to turn the street-gamin 
into a self-supporting artisan. 

The total cost of the works is not com- 
puted. A sufficient sum Is on hand to finish 
two of the “homes,” as the detached build- 
ings willindeed prove to the roofless street- 
boys, and as soon as they can be completed 
this fallthey will receive each 100 inmates 
from the present overcrowded city quarters 
somewhere in Bridgeport. To forward the 
cou pletion of the home the Archbishop has 
given 35,000 from his own purse. 

Architect Vigeant has also finished draw- 

s for the priest’s house adjoin St. 
Gabriel’s Roman Catholic Church, Stock- 
Yards. The plans, calling for an expendi- 
ture of $10,000, will be materialized forth- 
with in brick and stone, and Father Doruey 
will probably be at home in the new and 
fine rectory by Easter.

Subsequently, 
failing into line of promotion, he was made 
Major of his regiment, and later, for gallant 
and meritorious services before Petersburg, 
Va.. he was made Lieutenant-Colonel of Vol- 
unteers by brevet: and still later, for like 
services at the battle of Five Forks, Va.. he 
was made Colonel of Volunteers by brevet. 
Maj. Overmyer, together with) his regiment, 
was mustered out of service July 1, 1865.
